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Hybrid Corn Tests 


Results Reported 


in UI Publication 


Trials on Mount Morris 


Field Included in Free 


Bulletin 


Results of the 1944 com per- 


formance tests carried on by the 
University of Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station are disclosed 
in a publication reporting on 237 
hybrids grown in seven test fields. 


Most of the hybrids selected for 


testing are extensively grown in 
the heavy corn-producing areas of 
the state. In addition a few ex- 
perimental hybrids which 
have 


showed promise for 
commercial 


production in preliminary tests 
were included in the 3944 tests. 
Thirty-four companies and indi- 
viduals provided seed. 


Tlie highest average yield, 91-6 


bushels an acre, was obtained at 
Sullivan, Moultrie county. 
The 


average acre-yields of the other 
test fields were: Galesburg, Knox 
Co., 
91.2: bushels: 
Mt. 
Morris, 


Ogle Co., 89.1; Milford, Iroquois 
Co.. SS.O; Dixon Springs/Pope Co., 
bottomland, 
48.5: 
AJhambra, 


Madison Co., 32.9; 
and Dixon 


Springs, upland, 22.0. The average 
yield-of corn for all seven fields 
was 66.2 bushels an acre com- 
pared with 45 bushels for the state 
average. 


Growers were cautioned not to 


place too much confidence in the 
particular ranking of a hybrid in 
comparison with other hybrids, as 
an element of chance may have 
played a part in determining its 
position. Differences in soil and 
field conditions .will cause differ- 
ences in yield that are not in- 
herent in the hybrids themselves.

brids in the 1944 tests two-yea 
summaries arc given consolidating 
the 1043 and 1044 results. Should 
a hybrid prove superior through 
two years on more than one field 
it may he considered not only 
high yielding but also wide 1' 
ricluptation. 


Several conclusions were listec 


to emphasize the factors to con- 
sider in selecting 
a 
hybrid 
to 


plant. 


Yield of grain, while used as 


basis for rating- the hybrids in 
these tests, is .not the only charac- 
teristic to consider when apprais- 
ing a hybrid. The number of days 
required to reach maturity, re- 
sistance to ear rots and ability to 
stay erect until harvest arc also 
important. 


The height at which the ear is 


borne on the stalk determines a 
hybrid's suitability for hand husk- 
ing and also affects lodging re- 
sistance. 


The general level of yields on all 


he fields, considering 'the con- 
ditions of the test, indicates that 
most commercial seedsmen 
are 


producing 
high-yielding 
hybrid 


seed corn! 


The few white hybrids tested 


in 
northern 
and north-central 


[llinois did not yield well in com- 
parison with the yellow hybrids, 
sut in souther-central, southern 
and extreme southern Illinois a 
number of them appeared to be 
very well adapted. 


The same nine double-cross hy- 


brids tested on soils of two dif- 
ferent levels of productivity in 
1943

Emergency Crop and Feed loans 


are available to farmers, either 
land owners or tenants, who own 
or have use of necessary work- 
stock and equipment with, which 
to farm their, land, and who can 
give a first lien as security on 
the crops to be financed. 


Loans are also made for the 


purchase, or production, of feed 
for livestock or poultry to be raised 
for marketing purposes, or for 
maintaining 
breeding stock or 


poultry, the increase of which is 
.to be marketed. A first lien secur- 
ity is required on such livestock 
or poultry and its increases. 


These loans will be made to 


farmers whose resources are not 
ample to enable them to obtain 
credit on a reasonable basis from 
other sources, such as PCA, banks, 
etc. Baker stated that the inte- 
est rate on these loans is 4% and 
stressed the fact that the loans 
are not restricted to selected ap- 
plicants, but are available to all 
farmers who can establish eligi- 
bility, acording to the terms of the 
loan regulations an dauthorizing 
act.

with the "sleeper" play. It's as 
old as the Statue of Liberty play, 
and continues to be just as

fective. The end fades out to the 
sideline as inconspicuously as pos- 
sible, usually after a time out or 
a substitution, 
and lies 
down.

the sleeper play again, the Ger- 
mans were understandably wor- 
ried about the Allied quarterback 
running a P'ay over their own 
right tackle and into the 
Ruhr. 


Since the Ruhr was their last 
great'source of coal, the enemy 
had every right to be anxious. 
But now the Third Army dash has 
added a new headache. 


And the headache isn't relieved 


by developments in the East. 
Matching Patton's open-field run-' 
nung is the Russian sprint up from 
Budapest. A not impossible junc- 
tion of American and 
Russian 


forces in Bavaria would certainly 
upset the German plan for a last- 
ditch stand vrhicji evidence, rumor 
and reason have indicated.

Invasion of Okinawa 


Viewed Seriously in 
Day's Tokyo Broadcast 


San Francisco, April 3—(AP)— 


The Japanese radio took a grave 
view of the invasion of Okinawa | 
in a broadcast intended for home 
consumption Monday and predicted 
it would tie a "matter of a short 
time before the rise or fall of our 
nation will be decided". 


The broadcast, recoiled by the 


Federal 
Communications Com- 


mission, summarized the "steady j 
progress" 
of 
American 
forces 


since the seizure of Guadalcanal, 
declaring these preliminary moves 
always had landings on the Japa- 
nese mainland as their final ob- 
jective.

Diseases Cause 7 • 
Pet. Soybean Loss 


Nearly a dozen recognized dis- 


eases of soybeans were observed 
in Illinois fields last year. How- 
ever, of this number three were 
of economic importance, reports 
Benjamin 
Koehler, professor of 


crop pathology, University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture. 
A. 


loss of 7 per cent of the soybean 
ci'op from these three has been 
estimated. 


Four per cent loss to the crop 


was attributed to bacterial pus- 
tule, according- to Koehler. 
This 


disease is an old one, having at- 
t eked the soybean plant since 
the introduction of the crop to the 
state. The disease 
attacks the 


leaves primarily, causing brown 
areas, and later the leaves drop 
off. 
In seasons with high humid- 


ities, losses have been more se- 
vere. 


Bud blight, a ' virus 
disease, 


caused 'an estimated 2 per cent 
loss in soybean yield. . In many 
fields damage 'was very 
slight, 


while '" others a 30 per cent loss 
was estimated. 
This disease, ob- 


served for the first time in 1940, 
causes a severe stunting of the 
top leaves of thu 
plant 
which 


stops the growth of the main 
stem, "or the pods may become 
spotted with dark brown blotches, 
or both conditions may occur. 


Another new disease called wild 


fire was third in importance. This 
same disease has been trotib'esome 
on tobacco for many years. Last 
year it was found on soybeans as 
far west as Kansas. 


None of the popular soybean 


varieties grown in Illinois is dis- 
ease-resistant. 
During the past 


two years, tests with seed disin- 
fectants, or seed treatments, haveS 
been carj-ied out on an extensive 
scale, but the result,, are not too 
promising. 


Koehler. indicated that until ie- 


search on soybean disease control 
is further advanced, the onl^ con- 
crete suggestion is to grow soy- 
beans in rotation and not crop a 
piece of land to soybeans contin- 
uously. This measure, while help- 
ful, still is not an adequate means 
of disease control, he concluded,

It is particularly urgent that 


eroded land be given" attention to 
prevent the spread of damage to 
good cropland. , Tree-planting- is 
one means of establishing a pro- 
tective cover on many areas of 
eroding land. Trees not only pro- 
vide' good cover 
which 
checks 


erosion, but will eventually make 
the land productive through crops 
of fenceposts. fuel wood and even 
lumber. 


Tree-Planting Urged 


Tree-planting 
is a faetween- 


season job which can "oe done m 
the earl;*- spring, before the ground 
has dried enough to permit gen- 
eral field work. It takes about 
1.000 trees to plant an acre, and 
two men can plant 500 trees * 
day. 


The extension 
forester urges 


landowners who have land suited 
best for tree growth to cover such 
land with trees as soon as possi- 
ble. Perhaps large acreages can- 
not 
be 
planted right now. but 


planting- an acre or two each year 
will soon get the job done. 1-ie 
advises that good supplies of seed- 
lings of several varieties 
are 


available from the nui-series ot 
the State Division of Forestry. 
State tree price lists and order 
blanks can be obtained at 
the 


county farm adviser's office. 


Davis suggests also that the 


tree planter get a copy of Circular
